These 
gongs were often continued all night, without 
any fatigue to the performer; and the farther 
they stood from each other, at any practicable 
distance, the mere enchanting was the eflect to 
the hearers who placed themselves in the middle 
distance to fisten with advantage. ‘To demon- 
strate this effect, the singers landed with me 
on the shore of the Giudecoa, and took their po- 
sitions at the proper distance from each other, 
while I paced backwards and forwards between 
them, so timing my walk as to leave the one 
when he began to sing and approach the other, 
whose commencement was again the signal for 
my return to the first singor.. By this process, 
the sense and object of these melodies became 
pt once intelligible. The effect of the anewer- 
ing voices from the distance was singularly im- 
pressive; they sounded, not mournfully, but com 
plainingly, and yet they affected me almost to 
tears. [ attributed this aympathy to the eadden- 
ed tone of my feelings at the moment; but the 
oki boatman remarked, ‘ « singolare come quel 
canto intenerisce, o molto piu quando @ piu ben 
ecantato."’ He wished, he said, that | could hear 
the women of Malamoces and Palestrina sing 
the verses of Tasso to this and similar melodies, 
and farther told me, that it wae their wont to 
sit at evening on tho sea-shore, when their 
husbands were ae in the distance, and sing 
songs in tones loud enough to reach the 
fishermen, who answered them in the interme- 
diate verses. There is something at once beau-

There is one thing, says Cobbett in hia“ Emi- 
grent’s Guide,’ which every English wife ought 
to be told, when a husband is proposing to emi- 
grate, and that is, that the American husbands 
aye the most indulgent in the world; but at the 
same time she ought to be told, that the Ameri- 
can wives are the least presuming, the most do. 
cile, the least meddling, in their husband's af- 
fairs, and the most attentive to their own af- 
faire, of all the women upon the face of the 
Garth. America is a country full of writers and 
talkers upon polities; full of political quarrels and 
of angry political discussions; and I do net recol- 
lect that I ever heard a wife in America open 
her lips upon any such subject. ‘They appear to 
have no pretohsions to any right to moddle. with 
their husbands concerns; and the husbands, on 
their part, are certainly the most gentle and the 
moat indulgent in the world, but not more po 
than is merited by such wives. I never did 
know an American that was married to a Frenth 
woman; though I have known several American 
womon married to Frenchmen.
